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IN  MEMORIAM 


DORIS  BARTON  FARRINGTON 

The  impact  on  a  child  of  a  special  teacher  should  never  be  underestimated. 
Doris'  chosen  profession  was  also  her  greatest  love  in  life.  Every  child  was  special 
but  those  that  needed  the  most  help,  the  slow-learner,  were  her  favorite  challenge. 
Once  they  had  completed  the  three  years  in  Croydon,  she  followed  their  progress  in 
the  Newport  schools  and  often  called  them  personally.  Her  Christmas  cards  re- 
flected the  many  who  continued  to  keep  in  touch  with  her. 

Doris  was  bom  in  Croydon  in  1905,  the  daughter  of  Herbert  Barton  and  Mary 
Frye  Barton.  The  Barton  families  were  among  the  earliest  settlers  of  Croydon.  She 
was  only  five  years  old  when  her  Mother  died.  Doris  and  her  older  sister,  Beatrice, 
went  to  live  with  their  maternal  aunt,  Nettie  Miner.  The  Miner's  home  was  adjacent 
to  the  red  brick  school  at  the  East  Village  and  it  was  here  that  she  received  her 
earliest  education.  It  was  here,  too,  that  she  returned  years  later  to  teach  other 
Croydon  children. 


In  September  of  1922,  following  her  graduation  from  Kimball  Union  Academy 
in  Meriden,  Doris  was  hired  to  teach  in  our  school  at  Ryder  Comer.  She  went  on  to 
teach  in  Canaan,  N.H.,  Paxton,  Mass.,  Buffalo,  N.Y.  and  Summit,  N.J.  She  married 
Fred  Rogers  Farrington  in  May  of  1928.  It  was  not  customary  in  those  days  to  hire 
married  women  as  teachers  unless  no  single  women  were  available,  so  Doris  began 
private  tutoring.  Children  with  physical  or  mental  difficulties  had  to  be  taught  at 
home.  In  the  late  1940' s  Doris  and  Roger  moved  back  to  Croydon.  She  then  taught 
5  years  in  Grantham's  one-room  school  and  9  years  in  our  East  Village  brick 
school.  After  retiring,  she  continued  to  tutor  various  children  in  town;  all  without 
compensation.  She  did  this  only  for  her  own  enjoyment  of  teaching  and  her  desire 
to  help  the  child. 

In  their  retirement  years  Doris  and  Roger  often  drove  south  to  Florida  to  visit 
his  relatives  and  also  to  South  Carolina  where  their  son,  John,  had  made  his  home 
with  his  three  children:  John,  Jamie  and  Jason. 

Her  kindness  and  generosity  will  be  long  remembered  by  those  who  knew  her.

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ARTIQ.E  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
hire  all  necessary  sums  of  money  for  use  during  the  year  in  anticipation  of  Taxes. 

ARTICLE  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
apply  for,  receive  and  expend  federal  and  state  grants  which  may  become  available 
during  the  course  of  the  year,  in  accordance  with  RSA  31:95-b,  and  also  to  accept 
and  expend  money  from  any  other  governmental  unit  or  private  source  to  be  used 
for  purposes  for  which  the  town  may  legally  appropriate  money. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  Ninety  Nine 
Thousand,  Five  Hundred  ($99,500)  Dollars  to  renovate  the  Croydon  Town  Hall, 
including  the  replacement  of  its  roof,  the  updating  of  its  electrical  and  heating 
systems,  the  installation  of  handicap  access  facilities,  including  year-round 
accessible  bathrooms,  the  construction  of  a  new  front  entrance,  the  refurbishment 
of  the  flooring,  interior  painting  and  the  insulation  and  winterization  of  the 
existing  building.  The  money  would  be  raised  by  bonding  the  project,  and  would 
be  repaid  over  a  five  year  period. 

ARTICLE  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$7,000  (Seven  thousand  dollars)  for  the  Croydon  Police  Department. 

ARTICLE  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$4,0(X)  (Four  thousand  dollars)  for  the  Croydon  Volunteer  Fire  Department. 

ARTICLE  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$10,000  (Ten  thousand  dollars)  for  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  Highway 
Department  Equipment. 

ARTICLE  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$300  (Three  hundred  dollars)  for  the  support  of  the  Newport  Senior  Citizens,  Inc. 

ARTICLE  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  selectmen  to  convey 
any  real  estate  acquired  by  the  town  by  tax  collector's  deed.  Such  conveyance  shall 
be  by  deed  following  a  public  auction,  or  the  property  may  be  sold  by  advertised 
sealed  bids,  or  may  be  otherwise  disposed  of  as  justice  may  require,  pursuant  to 
RSA  80:80  (or  80:42  if  the  town  has  not  adopted  the  tax  hen  procedure).

TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND   STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

1992  was  below  average  for  wildfires  reported  in  our  state.  Our  largest  fire  was  in 
May  in  Rumney  where  a  suspicious  origin  fire  burned  approximately  150  acres 
with  a  total  cost  of  approximately  $30,000.  The  N.  H.  Division  of  Forests  and 
Lands  assisted  many  other  communities  in  wildland  fire  suppression  as  well. 

Our  fire  lookout  towers  reported  289  fires,  burning  a  total  of  136  acres.  Our  major 
causes  of  fires  were  fires  kindled  without  a  permit,  unknown  causes  and  children. 

Please  help  your  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  fire  prevention.  New 
Hampshire  State  Law  (RSA  224:27)  requires  that,  "No  person,  firm  or  corporation 
shall  kindle  or  cause  to  be  kindled  any  fire  or  burn  or  cause  to  be  burned  any 
material  in  the  open,  except  when  the  ground  is  covered  with  snow,  without  first 
obtaining  a  written  fire  permit  from  the  Forest  Fire  Warden  of  the  town  where  the 
burning  is  to  be  done."  Violation  of  this  statute  is  a  misdemeanor,  punishable  by 
a  fine  of  up  to  $1,000  and/or  a  year  in  jail  and  you  are  liable  for  all  fire 
suppression  costs. 

Local  fire  departments  are  responsible  for  suppressing  fires.  The  small  average  fire 
size  of  .47  acre/fire  is  a  tribute  to  early  detection  by  the  public  or  our  fire  tower 
system  and  the  quick  response  of  our  trained  local  fire  departments.  Please  help 
your  Warden  and  fire  department  by  requesting  and  obtaining  a  fire  permit  before 
kindling  an  open  fire. 

The  N.H.  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  assisted  28  towns  with  a  total  of  $20,000 
in  50/50  cost  share  grants  for  fire  fighter  safety  items  and  wildland  suppression 
equipment  in  1992.

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REPORT  OF  NEWPORT  AMBULANCE  SERVICE 
Calendar  1992 


In  Calendar  1992,  Newport  Ambulance  Service  responded  to 
697  calls.     There  were  21   responses  to  the  Town  of  Croydon, 
compared  to  23  calls  for  service  in  1991.     All  responses  to  Croy- 
don were  for  emergencies  including  four  emergency  standby  calls 
to  assist  other  departments  within  your  community. 

Over  the  past  year,  we  have  significantly  upgraded  the  skill 
levels  of  our  personnel.  Through  state  approved  protocol  agree- 
ments with  our  receiving  hospitals,  we  are  able  to  provide  higher 
levels  of  advanced  life  support  in  the  pre-hospital  setting.  We 
now  have  personnel  certified  in  IV  therapy  and  cardiac  defibril- 
lation on  over  90%  of  our  shifts.  Newport  Ambulance  is  current- 
ly staffed  with  a  full  time  Paramedic,  six  EMT-Intermediates  and 
five  EMT's. 

The  Ambulance  department  wishes  to  thank  the  Town  of 
Croydon  for  their  continuing  support.

Our  services  include  companionship,  helping  with  homemaking  chores,  respite 
care  and  emotional  support  Our  services  are  available  to  the  patient  who  is  dying 
at  home  or  in  a  more  acute  care  setting  such  as  a  hospital  or  nursing  home. 
Sullivan  County  Hospice  continues  to  follow  and  suppwt  family  members  as  they 
move  through  the  grief  process  by  providing  one  on  one  contact  as  well  as  a 
monthly  support  group  for  the  grieving.  A  cancer  support  group  is  also  offered  on 
a  monthly  basis  for  cancer  patients  and  their  families.  Sullivan  County  Hospice 
has  offered  special  suppcwtive  and  educational  programs  to  the  public  and  functions 
as  a  community  resource  for  information  and  referral.

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NH/VT   SOLID  WASTE  PROJECT 
1992   ANNUAL   REPORT   OF   ACTIVITIES 

1992  has  proven  to  be  another  challenging  year  for  the  Solid  Waste  Project, 
but  some  promising  and  positive  trends  and  events  have  occurred  which  could 
result  in  more  stability  for  future  operations  and  costs. 

The  continued  shortfall  of  trash,  about  41,000  tons  versus  the  47,500  that  is 
guaranteed,  still  keeps  our  unit  cost  for  disposal  very  high.  The  depressed 
economy,  recycling,  and  diversion  of  waste  are  the  continuing  causes  for  the 
shortfall. 

Several  approaches  are  being  pursued  to  help  solve  this  problem: 

1.  A  new  contract  with  Wheelabrator,  which  would  reduce  the  annual  trash 
level  commitment,  provide  up  to  a  40%  recycling  credit  against  the  new 
GAT,  and  proportionate  the  division  of  expenses  according  to  use.  The 
draft  contract  is  currently  being  reviewed  by  the  Project  attorney  and  a 
Special  Project  Sub-committee.  It  is  expected  to  be  in  the  hands  of  all  the 
Representatives  and  Town  Boards  in  January. 

2.  Under  consideration  is  a  program  to  attract  new  towns  by  offering  short- 

term  pricing  concessions  to  compete  in  the  current  spot  tonnage  market. 

3.  Cutting  costs  in  the  operation  of  the  landfill.  This  has  been  achieved  by  a 
reduction  in  leachate  disposal  costs  and  operating  the  landfill  with  our  own 
employee,  as  opposed  to  an  expensive  outside  contractor. 

A  long  protracted  law  suit  filed  against  the  Project  to  collect  cost  overruns  on 
the  original  building  of  the  ash  landfill  in  the  amount  of  $1,100,000.00  was  settled 
in  1992.  The  final  settlement  was  for  $615,000.00.  Unfortunately,  when  we  add 
legal  and  technical  witness  costs,  the  total  expenditure  to  the  Project  was 
$1,465,000.00. 

This  year  we  had  to  expand  the  capacity  of  the  ash  landfill.  Because  of  a  long 
permitting  process,  aggravated  by  a  series  of  suits  filed  by  a  handful  of  people 
opposed  to  the  Project,  we  faced  a  dilemma  of  getting  the  project  built  in  this 
year's  construction  season.  The  expense  of  not  doing  this  would  have  cost  the 
member  towns  a  million  dollars  in  excess  ash  disposal  fees. 

The  contract  was  awarded  to  Mirra  Construction  Company  with  Nobis 
Engineering  as  our  engineer.  The  expansion  project  is  substantially  complete  and 
it  is  ON  TIME  and  UNDER  BUDGET! 

The  five  year  bond  issue  to  finance  this  construction  and  the  cost  overruns 
incurred  during  the  first  stage  was  voted  upon  in  both  Districts.  In  Vermont,  the 
bonding  was  passed  by  a  strong  margin  and  in  New  Hampshire,  the  required  two 
third's  vote  of  support  was  met  to  approve  the  bonding.  This  was  accomplished 
due  to  a  series  of  public  meetings  and  the  support  of  the  Districts'  Representatives, 
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and  in  spite  of  an  injunction  to  block  the  awarding  of  the  contract  for  the 
construction  of  Stage  II,  The  Project  went  to  court  and  the  injunction  was  ruled  to 
be  without  merit 

This  year  also  saw  a  dramatic  turnover  in  staff  at  the  Project  office.  Project 
Director  John  Cook,  Recycling  Planner  Carl  Hirth,  Business  Manager  Kimberly 
Allen,  and  Administrative  Assistant  Dodi  Carr  all  resigned  from  their  positions  for 
various  reasons.  The  new  personnel  include  Allen  Dusault,  Project  Director;  Judy 
Haber,  Business  Manager;  Char  Fontaine,  Office  Coordinator,  and  Paula 
Pietroniro,  Administrative  Assistant 

Although  the  challenges  will  continue  because  it  seems  to  be  the  nature  of  the 
business,  1993  should  see  a  continuation  of  the  positive  trend  in  terms  of  cost 
reductions  and  general  operations.  Including  the  costs  of  the  new  bond  issue,  the 
1993  budget,  adopted  by  the  Joint  Committee,  is  up  less  than  2%.  During  the 
Public  hearings  we  projected  a  new  tipping  fee  of  $98.00  per  ton.  The  actual 
tipping  fee  for  1993  will  be  $96.50.  A  new  contract  with  Wheelabrator  could 
reduce  this  by  $10.00  to  $12.00. 

Mr.  David  Boyer,  a  consultant  from  Environmental  Collaborative,  is  currently 
completing  the  Solid  Waste  Management  Plan  for  the  Southern  WindsorAVindham 
Counties  Solid  Waste  Management  District  (SWAVCSWMD).  Initiated  by  Carl 
Hirth,  this  plan  is  to  be  submitted  to  the  Vermont  Agency  of  Natural  Resources  by 
January  1,  1993  for  the  purposes  of  Planning  Grant  Activities.  The  plan  includes 
an  overview  of  the  current  solid  waste  situation  in  the  SWAVCSWMD,  strategies 
for  waste  reduction,  and  management  and  its  implementation  of  unregulated 
hazardous  and  special  wastes.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Citizens  of  Croydon: 

It  is  with  pleasure  and  with  a  little  sadness  that  I  submit  to  you  my  last  report  as 
Superintendent  of  Schools.  Pleasure  because  I  have  always  enjoyed  working  with 
the  teachers,  aides,  school  board  members  and  community  people  of  Croydon.  It 
goes  without  saying  that  being  able  to  get  to  know  the  children  of  Croydon  has 
been  a  dehght.  Their  hugs  always  make  my  day.  Sadness  because  I  will  miss  the 
people  of  Croydon. 

There  are  still  two  issues  that  you  will  need  to  address  in  the  coming  years: 
kindergarten  and  space.  They  may  be  able  to  be  solved  together.  It  still  appears 
that  in  the  fall  of  1995  we  will  have  more  students  in  grades  one  through  three 
than  can  fit  into  the  Village  School.  The  need  to  find  more  space  could  be  coupled 
with  the  desire  of  many  Croydon  residents  to  have  a  public  kindergarten  in  the 
town.  It  might  make  sense  to  acquire  space  not  only  for  the  first  through  third 
grade  students  but  for  the  five  year  olds  as  well. 

Fortunately,  you  have  three  hard  working  citizens  who  have  volunteered  to 
investigate  how  the  school  district  can  meet  its  space  needs.  Jackie  Rybicki,  Hope 
Damon  and  Jan  Pellerin  have  been  meeting  as  the  Croydon  AREA  Committee 
looking  at  possible  alternatives  to  meet  what  looks  like  a  two  year  bulge  in 
enrollments. 

Thank  you  for  the  opportunity  to  help  educate  your  children.  I  have  appreciated 
your  forthright  manner  and  your  commitment  to  your  children.

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REPORT   OF   THE   ASSISTANT   SUPERINTENDENT   OF 

SCHOOLS 
(SPECIAL    SERVICES) 

This  past  year  has  been  a  time  of  change  for  the  Special  Services  programs  for  the 
Croydon  School  District.  We  have  attempted  to  organize  the  Special  Services 
process  so  that  referrals,  team  meetings,  student  plans  and  student  placements  are 
carried  out  with  better  attention  towards  meeting  state  requirements.  This  has 
meant  a  greater  involvement  of  SAU  personnel  to  assist  Mrs.  McCay  with  the 
special  education  process. 

Over  the  past  year,  the  number  of  students  within  the  village  being  referred  for 
possible  special  education  services  has  increased,  as  well  as  the  number  who  have 
been  accepted  for  services.  We  have  also  had  a  number  of  current  special  education 
students  moving  to  new  program  assignments. 

The  SAU  now  supplies  a  variety  of  special  services  that  are  available  as  required 
for  Croydon  students.  These  include: 

School  Psychologist  services  for  evaluation  of  students. 

Psychotherapy  Services. 

A  Transition  Support  Program  for  students  with  emotional  disabilities. 

(At  the  Goshen-Lempster  School) 

A  Self-Contained  program  for  students  with  serious  learning  problems 

(At  the  Goshen-Lempster  School) 

The  Spurwink  Foundation  rents  classroom  space  at  Goshen-Lempster  School  for 
an  elementary  level  self-contained  program  and  maintains  a  space  at  Newport  High 
School  for  older  students.  This  program  serves  students  with  emotional 
disabilities  from  within  the  SAU  as  well  as  other  SAU's  within  the  area.  They 
also  provide  therapeutic  housing  for  students  unable  to  live  at  home.  It  provides 
all  the  districts  in  the  SAU  with  a  program  option  not  available  in  other  parts  of 
the  State.  We  are  fortunate  to  have  Spurwink  as  neighbors  and  friends! 

The  Chapter  1  Program  supplies  reading  assistance  to  students  in  the  Village 
School  who  experience  difficulty  in  reading,  but  do  not  generally  qualify  for 
Special  Education  services.  This  is  a  new  program  begun  this  past  academic  year. 
Students  in  grade  Four  and  above  are  serviced  by  the  Chapter  1  program  operated 
by  Newport  School  District  The  amount  of  the  Chapter  1  funds  that  districts  will 
qualify  for  in  1993-1994  will  diminish  due  to  changes  in  Census  Data  from  the 
last  National  Census.  In  the  future,  this  may  force  us  to  cut  back  somewhat  in  the 
total  number  of  hours  of  program  time  available  to  students.

Article  1.       All  has  been  accomplished. 

Article  2.  Report  of  officers,  etc.  The  report  of  committee  and  other  Officers  as 
printed  in  Town  Report  was  accepted. 

Article  3.  The  District  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $485,517.00 
for  the  support  of  our  schools. 

Article  4.  The  voters  of  the  District  voted  against  hiring  independent  Certified 
Public  Accountants  to  audit  the  financial  records  of  the  District 

Article  5.  The  voters  of  the  District  voted  to  create  an  area  school  planning 
committee  consisting  of  3  qualified  voters  of  whom  one  shall  be  member  of  school 
board,  the  members  of  such  committee  to  be  appointed  by  Moderator. 

Article  6,  To  sec  if  the  District  will  authorize  the  School  Board  to  apply  for  and 
accept  money  from  any  source.  Gerald  Gross/Jane  Chworowsky.  Passed  as  read. 

Article  7.  Article  by  petition.  To  see  if  District  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $15,300  (fifteen  thousand  three  hundred  dollars)  $1700  per 
student  for  the  purpose  of  tuitioning  any  age  appropriate  Croydon  children  to  a 
state  approved  Icindergarten  program.  After  much  discussion  the  vote  was  put  to  a 
ballot  vote.  (Jules  Pellerin/Gerald  Gross)  There  were  104  votes  cast.  39  yes 
votes,  69  no  votes.  This  article  was  defeated. 

Article  8.  Lengthy  question  by  Gerald  Gross  about  how  $27,000  turned  up  and 
was  sent  to  the  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds  for  deposit.  It  had  been  fund  by  auditors 
and  returned  to  District 

Mrs.  Bayer  asked  about  physical  education,  art  program  and  guidance  counselor  for 
the  Village  School.  She  wanted  to  know  when  the  District  would  lost  its 
accreditation.  Anne  Segal  said  we  have  two  more  years  to  find  a  solution. 

Meeting  adjourned  12:09.
